Following intense earthquake shot ks, tidal 
waves swept many parts of the Hawanan 
Islands yesterday. At Hilo Bay, the chief 
port of the Hawai Islands, there were no 
fewer than seven waves in succession. The 
town of Hilo suffered severely, houses on the 
sea front being wrecked and the streets 
further inland flooded with the swirling 
waters. 

So sudden was the onrush of the sea that 
people in houses and offices and in the streets 
were trapped, and many lives were lost. 
Particulars of the death roll have not yet 
reached here. Merchandise on the quays was 
swept. away, and shipping at the wharves and 
in the Bay suffered severely, vessels being 
torn from their an horage and wrecked.

SHOOTING IN DUBLIN. 


There was a good deal of shooting in Dublin 
on Saturday night and in the early hours of 
Sunday morning.

With regard to the present dispute, and its 
relation to-the three miller bakere in Dublin, 
the attitude adopied by the men’s union to- 
wards these firms is, to put mildly, 
incoraprehensible. These particular firms 
have for .Aany years uscd almost exclusively 
fion?” manufactured in their own mills, thereby 
giving employment to some hundrede of 
workers; but now that they are running «hort 
of supplies it is seriously proposed, by pro- 
hibiting them getting flour from other sources, 
to close them down. In this connection, it 
may be interesting to ask what precisely the 
ase of home-milled flour by the firms in ques 
tion has meant to Irish workers. Just this— 
For each ton of wheat ground into flour the 
workers receive in wages 28. 4d., whereas 
for each ton of the imported agticie used by 
non-miller bakera and reiailera, the worker 
receives only ls. 6d. per ton for cartaze. 

In view of this, it is certainly very difficult 
to understand the harassing attitude of the 
workers towards the miller bakers While 
permitting to go unchallenged the non-miller 
bakera, the workers calm)+ propose to 
penalise those firms who have supported them 
in the past by cloaing them down 

It may be pleaded by those exempted, as 
an excuse for their persistent hostility to Irish 
manufacture, that Irish mille were unable to 
meet their requirements; that the capacity of 
the home mills was not sufficient; but this, | 
believe, would not be true.

This hostility of non-miller bakers and sume 
retailers in Ireland is, perhaps, due 't the 
fact that the foreign. article may be had at a 
less cost; but here it would be well to point 
out the ineviteble consequences if this attitade 
be persisted in. In the event of the Irish 
milling industry being destroved by foreign 
competition and home indifference, what 6 
likely to be the result as far as the consumer 
is concerned! For a certainty, in the event 
of this contingency materialising, the foreigner, 
when he has completely swept the Irish mills 
out of the way, havimg the market entirely 
at his mercy, would undoubtedly raise very 
considerably his prices. 

This, indeed, would he the national calamity, 
end the Irish public, I believe, should not 
stand by unmoved while yet another of our 
all too few industries perished. [ submit that 
Government intervention, from this aspect oi 
the question, is absolutely necessary. lí the 
Ministry were to issue\a decree compelling aill 
bakers and retailers to use or sell not leas than 
50 per cent. of Irish-milled flour, unless other- 
wise authorised by licence, it would be a 
great help.
